RESULTS

Reports compiled from statis. 
ties gathered © over a wide aren 
indicate that the ‘sleeve valve en- 
gine in Willys-Knight cars: will 
use present day grades of motor 
fuel with a high degree of effi-

CONNECTING ROADS 


As an initial ato stop‘in building.a 
net work of inter-city speedways 
‘an England, the Motor Roads 
Development Syndicate, Ltd., has 
been organised to construct two 
speed-roads between London and 
Brighton and between Birming- 
ham and Liverpool .according to 
Dow Jones’ reports from England.
